Edison Company 
Plans Third 
Nuclear Plant 


SANTA BARBARA - 
Southern California Edison 
company has announced 
plans to construct a nuclear 
generating station on its 
Hollister ranch property 
three miles east of Point 
Conception in Santa Bar- 
bara county. 

Ground is expected to be 
broken for the project in 
1972, and the plant is ex- 
pected to be in operation 
by 1975, according to Jack 
K. Horton, Edison pres- 
ident. 

“‘We plan to install one 
unit capable of producing 
one million kilowatts in 
the first building phase,” 
Horton said. ‘The Hol- 
lister property is capable 
of accommodating six units 
of this size. Each unit 
installed will cost about 
$200,000,000,’’ 

Horton said the plant will 
provide Santa Barbara 
county approximately $5 
million annually in 
property taxes in the begin- 
ning and as much as $30 
million if all units are in- 
stalled. F 

The Santa Barbara 
county plant will mark 
Edison’s third large-scale 
venture in the nuclear 
generating field.
